PAUPERS. 


How can we lessen the expense to the town of our legal 
town paupers? is the practical question, to solve which there 
are many minds and varied opinion; but we are inclined to 
believe, for the amount of our disbursements, the present 
plan, well administered, the most economical, at least for the 
present. 

We have paid to the Hospital for Insane $653.58, on ac- 
count of Matilda Potter, M. W. Jewett, and Ernest Allis. 
R. A. Belden, S. R. Walker, O. G. Smith, with their fami- 
lies, have had to them disbursed, $529.69. KR. A. Belden has 
a wife and six young children, and is out of employment; it 
is claimed he is unable to labor, on account of ill health, even 
if work could be found. O. G. Smith has received no aid 
since the death of his wife, in March last, but two of his chil- 
dren, aged six and eight years, receive $10 monthly. 

We have lodged and fed seven hundred and twenty-two 
tramps, at an expense of $336.12—an average of 46% cents. 
However, $270.95 of this amount was paid to Walter Bard- 
well, showing this last winter there have been comparatively 
few tramps lodged by this town. _ 

Ernest Allis draws $42 from the State, in State aid and 
pension, and it is hoped his condition may be improved, and 
he cease to be a charge upon this town, at an early date. 

The appropriation for the poor has been overdrawn to the 
amount of $788.56, and the disbursements have exceeded 
those of last year, to the amount of $648.45. Adding the dis- 
bursements to legal paupers residing in other towns, leaves 
the amount of disbursements to paupers living in this town, 
$769.15. a

This amount has been paid from money received ou account 
of the National bank tax, and the various other sources of in- 
come to the town; leaving in the treasury after paying ont- 
standing orders, $1,186.08. 

This amount, all collected, will pay current expenses until 
new taxes shall be collectable. 

Geo. D. Bartlett, collector, received previons to Qet. Ist, 
$5,600, allowing on the same, discounts, $280. 

The balance, of $2,502.85, not all collected, allowing no 
discount, ee a balance of income in the treasury of $195, 14. 

We would submit that the limit of time for allowing dis- 
counts on taxes shall be the first of August, thus kecpine in 
the treasury a sufficient sum to meet promptly always increas- 
ing accruing current expenses, and would it not be for the 
best interest of the town, and also to individuals who compose 
the town, that all taxes unpaid, Dee. 1st, shall bear interest at 
the rate of ten per cent. per annum ? 
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We have purchased new seats for the town hall, at an ex- 
pense of $215, not believing the old ones fit for the various 
purposes that the town hall is subject to be used. 

The history account stands nearly the same as last year.

In presenting this report, your committee think that the 
facts will justify them in saying that the schools for the year 
past have, in most cases, been satisfactory to them, and to 
those most interested; that they have, in all cases, been all that 
could have been desired, or that all interested have been per- 
fectly satistied with, is not claimed. 

The school interest is one in which more persons are inter- 
ested than any other,—the tenderest and most sensitive feel- 
ings of parents have to be consulted, and often they are in 
opposition to the best judgment of the committee. Mutual 
co-operation of parents and teachers are the only means by 
which a school can be suecessful. While such accord has not 
‘been perfect, your committee are happy to be able to say that 
no differences occurred of so serious a nature as to call for any 
interference between parents and teacher. 

Parents may do much to make a school successful, or the 
reverse; in fact, the failures in schools are often the results 
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of parents upholding their children in the disregard of the 
rules and regulations that the teacher may think necessary for 
the government of the school. 

Irregular attendance and tardiness cause teachers a great 
deal of unnecessary trouble, and many unpleasant feelings, 
and is often the cause of a loss of interest in the school. It cer- 
tainly is discouraging to an ambitious teacher,—one that tries 
to do one’s duty,—to have scholars absent from one-fourth to 
one-half of the time, and others that generally come into 
school from fifteen to thirty minutes late, creating much noise 
and confusion, and attracting the attention of both teacher 
and scholars. We hope to see a great improvement in this 
respect, the coming year. A scholar that is absent for any 
considerable part of the time, is generally behind in his class- 
es, and necessarily looses much of that interest that is required 
for his improvement. 

The change of text-books is often the cause complaint. We 
think, in this respect, the town has been favored, no changes 
having been made for a long time. Improvements are being 
continually made in this direction,—books are being continual- 
ly introduced that are better calculated to awaken an inter- 
est in the sholar,—and, as a consequence, his increased im- 
provement. That some of the books now in use might be 
discarded, and replaced by others of more modern style, is the 
opinion of your committee; and if, upon a more thorough in- 
vestigation of the subject, the committee should think it ad- 
visable to make changes, it will be done in such a manner as 
to cause as little inconvenience as possible. 

Any one, upon an examination of the record of those visiting 
the schools, willsee that the visitors consist, almost exclusive- 
ly, of the committee and young persons,—the names of pa- 
rents occurring very seldom. A great majority of the parents, 
probably nine-tenths of them, never visit the school to ascer- 
tain whether the teacher is what he ought to be, or that the 
scholars are improving their time to the best advantage. This 
it not as it should be! What other interest do they neglect 
in such a manner? It is only when the parents will interest 
themselves in regard to the needs and requirements of their 
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children, and co-operate with the teacher and committee for 
the best welfare of the school, that we can look for the high- 
est type of success. The town is liberal in its expenditure of 
money, for schools, and it likes to feel that it is fully appreci- 
ated, and will be used to the best advantage by those most 
intimately interested. 

The condition of the school-houses are such that, with slight 
repairs, they will be suitable for use for the present, and, as 
the question of consolidating the districts, and the introduc- 
tion of graded schools—in some parts of the town, at least— 
is still an open one, the committee would not recommend any 
change at present. 

Most of the schools have been in session thirty-two weeks, 
the past year, which leaves for vacation twenty weeks, which 
is more time than ought to be allowed. The vacations are 
necessarily long, and the scholar not only loses mnch time that 
ought to be improved, but he forgets, much that was learned the 
term previous, and your committee would suggest that a sum 
of money be raised, sufficient to continue the schools in ses- 
sion thirty-six weeks of the year.
